LEGION 1S WORKING 
FOR MEN IN HOSPITALS 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 23.— 
A letter to the legislative committe: 
of the American legion in Washing- 
ton, urging efforts to have modified 
the recent order of the war depart- 
ment for the release to civil life of 
men who had been under 
treatment in hospétals for more than 
twelve months, was mailed from na- 
tional headquarters of the organiza- 
tion here today. The letter, signed 
by Franklin D’Olier, national com- 
mander, supplements ae resolution 
secking the same object adopted last 
week by the executive committee of 
the organization in session here. 

“Officers and enlisted men con- 
fined in hospitals receive full pay,” 
the letter said. ‘‘When returned to 
civil life tubercular and other in- 
curables will receive but six to 
thirty dollars a month. We want 
such action by the war department 
postponed until provision will have 
been made for these men by con- 
gressional legislation amd sixty to 
ninety days allowed for the forma- 
tion of the necessary government 
organizations for carrying out the 
provisioftis of such legislation. 

“Theoretically, the public health 
service is supposed to have an or- 
ganization to take care of these 
men. As a matter of fact, they have 
not the hospitals to care for the 
men, nor has sufficient appropria- 
tion ever been made By congress for 
this service. The war department 
order would throw on public char- 
ity the responsibility of caring for 
a large number of these sick. 

“A compromise offer was made 
permitting men to remain in the 
hospitals more than twelve months 
where but two or three months ad- 
ditional treatment would be re- 
quired for complete recovery. This

den of resisting the eastward prog- 
ress of the wave of  bolshevism, 
which, it is conceded, might be con-

Statement’ Was in direct 
contradiction to the story told by 
the aged woman at the inquest. 

Mrs. Tabor charges that Virga. 
who was married to Miss Tabor 
about a vear before her disappear- 
ance in 1916, took her to a deserted 
farm house somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of Lawton, kept her there 
three days and then brought her 
home, where she died. 
ment adds that Virgo crammed the 
body of his wife into what was to 
have been her “hope chest,” and con- 
veyed it into the cellar, after she had 
prevented him from shipping the 
trunk out of the state.

in positions of great responsibility.

stations concerned, and this plan 
of procedure met my approval.” 

Daniels Changed Awards. 

With this policy in mind, Secre- 
tary Daniels said he had changed, 
however, the recommendation of the 
board of awards convened under 
Rear Admiral Rustin M, Knight in 
the case of a number of officers 
seving on shore at home or in home 
watres sc thut uch officers would 
receive decorations of lesser value 
than officers serving in the face of 
the eenmy overseas. 

In contrast to Admiral Sims’ state- 
ment that the commanding officers 
of ships sunk by enemy  subma- 
rines should not receive decorations, 
Mr. Daniels in his report said: 

“In addition to the recognition of 
the service rendered by the-officers 
and men of the force above men- 
tioned, there as also, of course, 
the case of particular individuals 
whose conduct was outstanding and 
who should be singled out for spe- 
cial recognition. It was my opinion 
that the distinguished service medal 
should be awarded to those.officers 
in command of ships of the navy 
which were sunk by submarine at- 
tack and whose conduct was meri- 
torious in such cases. I required all 
these cases to be carefully investi- 
gated and as a result of this every 
officer reported meritorious in com- 
mand of such a ship was awarded 
a distinguished service medal.” 

Commenting on the fact that the 
Knight board originally recom- 
mended only eight officers and men 
who served in the armed guards on 
board merchant ships for decora- 
tions, the secretary said that in 
view of the hazardous nature of 
such duty and after careful investi- 
gation he had increased the num- 
ber of decorations awarded in such 
cases to 36 navy crosses and two 
distinguished service medals. 

Duty Afloat and Ashore. 

Secretary Daniels, contrasting the 
relative importance of duty ashore 


i and afloat, said: 


In my judgment individual du- 
ties ashore are always and neces- 
sarily of secondary importance to 
duties afloat.” 
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in comparison with the vital im- 
portance of directing all operations, 
both ashore and afloat, in such a 


nmganner as to imsure the success of 
the whole.” ; 

“It is realized,” said the naval 
secretary, in concluding his report, 
“that where there have been #80 
many occasions of performance of 
meritorious service Uy the 500,000 
officers and men in the navy in the 

at war, there may easily be dif- 
erences of opinion in regard to the 
comparative merits of any particu- 
lar cases, but, under the law and 
acting by authority of the presi- 
dent. it is the secretary of the navy's 
duty to make the final decision in 
such cases. It is believed that th- 
motives ‘and policies above outlined 
have been entirely in keeping with 
the ‘letter and spirit of the law, 
which established these medals and 
decorations for the navy. Later re- 
ports and additional information 
will be gtyenm due consideration in 
future . m with regard to addi- 
tional decorations, for there is no 
limit of time prescribed when these 
honors may be awarded. In view of 
delayed reports and lack of data 
other awards will be made, but in 
every case the principles above set 
forth will guide executive action.” 

The secretary compiled his report 
December 19, before the Sims let- 
ter reached him. 

The Letter of Sims. 

Admiral Sims’ letter, in which 
he declined the distinguished 
service medal conferred on him by 
the department, aarp a revision 
of the secretary’s list®@of awards, 
referred particularly to Mr. Daniels’ 
action in changing recommendations 
which had been made for decorations 
to be conferred upon officers who 
were under the admiral’s immediate 
command during the war. 


Declaring that he felt_it his duty 
to invite Secretary Daniels’ atten- 
tion to “certain features” of the list 
of awards to naval officers. Admi- 
ral Sims’ letter said: 

“This becomes my duty because 
this Hist contains a number of in- 
stances of injustices to distinguished 
officers, the effect of which upon 
the morale of the service can not 
fail to be very detrimental. The 
injustice lies not in. the number of 
awards made, but in the fact that 
the awards as issued to officers in 
a number of instances #are not in 
accord with the relative merit of 
services performed by them as indi- 
cated by my recommendations.

rope and the art treasures of the 
country are available to the highest 
bidder that the people may eat and 
remain loyul] to orderly government 


instead of turning to the sophistries 
of the “red” agitators who are ac- 
tive among them, 

Regardless of the sentiment in 
congress for the extension of the 
measure of relief to check the can- 
kerous growth of bolshevism 
throughout the world, it was 
learned that administration officials 
are inclined to give very studious 
attention to the report which Mr. 
Polk has brought back to this coun- 
try. This government has not been 
advised of any. special measures 
adopted by the supreme council at 
Paris or even recommended by that 
body for the relief of general con- 
ditions in central Austria, especial- 
ly in Austria. From the attitude 
of officials generally, based upon 
their sympathetic expressions, it is 
believed that any practicable plan 
will®obtain the support of the gov- 
ernment. 

Austria is regarded here as being 
a great body with its arms and legs 
cut off and its arteries removed. 
In the opinion of many authorities 
an economic union between the new 
states formed through the dismem- 
berment of the once great domain 
of the Hapsburg—Czecho-Slovak, 
Juga Slavia and Hungary—is neces- 
sary to a proper solution of the 
Austrian economic plight. 

Austria’s Burden. 


Austria is burdened with huge 
indemnities, or reparations, ana 
that country. does not present an 
inviting field for the placing of 
foreign loans. Italy, it is said, 
is\ willing to assist Austria finan- 
and otherwise economically, 
hut on Italy’s terms, which might 
compromise the independence and 
future of the Austria state. Aus- 
tria’s situation economically” is 
considered the worst in Europe. 

Germany is prepared to begin 
work. an unquestionable authority 
asserted today, whenever her, ene- 
mies resume commercial relations 
with her and give her raw ma- 
terials.

‘A MENACE TO HEALTH? 


When four hundred fathers of 
boys attending the Technological 
High school hold a public meeting 
and condemn as “a serious menace 
to the health and mental welfare of 
the pupils” the buildings in which 
their sons are striving for an edu- 
cation it is high time for the com- 
munity to bestir itself in the direc- 
tion of a remedy. 

Such a meeting was held in 
Atlanta last Monday’ evening, 
when a resolution was unanimously 


| adopted reading in part as follows: 


After a careful inspection of the 
buildings and grounds occupied by 
the Technological High school of 
Atlanta by a large number of men 
now present at this meeting, it is 
the opinion of these men and others 
acquainted with the conditions that 
the facilities are not only wholly 
inadequate, but are a serious men- 
ace to the health and mental wel- 
fare of the pupils, and are a great 
handicap to the principal and teach- 
ers in their efforts for the good of 
the pupils. 

The resolutions also set forth 
that— 


it appears that the principal and 
teachers are sadly underpaid for the 
important work they are doing in 
training more than eleven hundred 
of the flower of Atlanta’s young 
manhood. 


Only a few days previously at a 
meeting of the Tech High Parent- 
Teacher association, similar ac- 
tion was taken with reference to 
the situation that exists at that in- 
stitution, whose principal and 
teaching faculty were, in both in- 
stances, most highly commended. 

It is humiliating for a city as big 
and as rich and prosperous as At- 
lanta to maintain year after year 
an educational institution that is 
branded by its patrons—who are 
also taxpayers of the city—as con- 
stituting “a menace” to their chil- 
dren’s health and mental develop- 
ment! 

The meeting of fathers very 
properly resolved “that immediate 
steps be taken to secure suitable 
buildings and ample grounds for 
the present needs and future ex- 
pansion of the school,” and the 
assemblage was converted into “a 
permanent organization to assist in 
every possible way in the carrying 
out of these resolutions,” with one 
of the city’s leading clergymen at 
the head of it. 

Resolutions of themselves can 
accomplish nothing. They are good 
in so far as they express sentiment, 
but that is all. The thing that 
makes them effective in leading 
the way to an objective is perform- 
ance—action—and that alone! 

In matters of this kind—espe- 
cially those pertaining to school 
improvements—Atlanta always has 
been strong in resolutions, but woe- 
fully weak in performance! 

It is to be hoped that in this in- 
stance the organization that has 
been formed in behalf of Tech High 
school will be able to muster suffi- 
cient public support and co-opera- 
tion to not only bring about a cor- 
rection of the evils that exist in 
this, but in every other school in

Senate Vote on 
Cummins Bill 
Analyzed by 
‘A Southerner 


Editor Constitution: a: 2. 2 
southern man, born and i bred, 
though I have spent much of my 
life here in official or semi-official 


duties—most of the time in depart- 
mental work. 


I have never failed to take a deep 
interest in the south and to watch 


with pride every step in its devel- 
opment, 


I have been particularly interest- 
ed inthe railroad legislation now 
pending in congress, because I 
know that the south has more at 


stake than any other section in the 
proper settlement of this question, 
and that when it is once settled 
the south will benefit more than 
any other section,-largely on ac- 
count of the fact that many of the 
discriminating rates which have 
heretofore operated against the 
south have been discontinued, put- 
ting it on an equajity with other 
sections, / 

The Cummins bill passed the sen- 
ate Saturday without the vote of 
either senator from Georgia, South 


Carolina or North Carolina,*or from 
Florida. It secured the votes of the 
two senators from Alabama, the 
two from Louisiana and one, Sen- 
ator Williams, from Mississippi. 
Senator Glass, of Virginia, would 
have voted for it, but he has not 
yet taken his seat. 


It discloses a discouraging :rec- 
ord, when republican senators from 
eastern and western states, where 


agricultural and industrial develop- 
ment has progressed very much fur- 
ther than in our southern country, 
pass a bill containing fundamental 
requirements without which the 
southern states can never reach a 
development that republican sena- 
tors, with far-reaching purpose. 
know is essential to the prosperity 
of the entire country. . 


The speeches of one or two south- 
ern senators on this subject dis- 
closed an utter lack of knowledge 
thereof, and they declined to ac- 
cept facts as a basis for their ar- 
fuments; such complete misrepre- 
sentations as were made _ indicate 
absolute want of appreciation of 
present condi- 
tions. 

For instance, one of them con- 
tinued to insist that @nder Section 
6 of the Cummins bill earnings are 


taken from one railroad and given 
to another: that this section takes 
from the “strong” roads and gives 
to the “‘weak,” when if he did not 
know the facts it was at least his 
duty to find them out. 


Where railroads operate in terri- 
tory of light traffic and are com- 
pared with those operating in the 


eastern, middle and far western 
sections of the country they require 
far more revenue to operate and 
support them. ® 


There are 109 railroads or sys- 
tems, out of the 162 in Class 1, op- 


erating under these conditions. So, 
when rates are made to enable 
these 109 roads to live and give 
service, something must be done to 
relieve the objection heretofore 
made by shippers and others that 
too much is given those roads that 
operate in heavy. traffic territory. 
The interstate commerce commis- 
sion would not make rates that 
would vield to a few of these minor- 
ity roads such return as they would 
receive from rates adjusted to per- 
mit the 109 roads—because of the 
traffic conditions to which I have 
alluded—to live amd perform serv- 
ice. 

Therefore the commission in this 
bill is directed to withhold from 


roads earning over an initial 6 per 
cent on the actual property they 
have invested in them one-half of 
the earnings between 6 per cent and 
7 per cent, the other half to be re- 
tained by the road earning it. The 
half withheld by the commission }s 
to be used for purchasing cars and 
other equipment to be leased to any 
or all of the railroads when and 
where congestion occurs; as an il- 
lustration, the time of glut in the 
Jeorgia peach crop, the Florida 
citrus fruit movement, the Carolina 
perishable vegetable movement, etc, 

Now the money that is used to 
buy this equipment is excess taken 
from the railroads for the reasons 
given; it is money they could not 
receive excepting from rates made 
to meet the aforesaid differences in 
traffic territory. This money is not 
capitalized for rate-making, so the 
shipper gets direct benefits from 
these expenditures, and the rail- 
roads get the Indirect benefit be- 
cause of course this is a great help 
to all of them.

The Danger of Being Alive (15). 

Are Folks at 45 Worth Saving? | 

It seems that most intelligent | 
communities nowadays back with 
good money the theory that it is 
worth while trying to save the ba- 
bies. Most intelligent communities 
also seem willing to gamble a lit- 
tle something on the belief that the 
lives of youths and adolescents are 
worth saving from the great de- 
stroyer of youth, tuberculosis. Al- 


though a negligible per centum of the 
population consists of queer folk 
who imagine it is not worth while 
trying to moaify the ways of prov- 
idence in matters of: health, the 
substantial bulk of the civilized 
population today is composed of 
hard-headed p*ople who know that 
it pays to spend a reasonable amount 
of money annually for the protect- 
tion of life by the police and of 
property by the fire department. 

But the shrewd taxpaying part 
of the public apparently does not 
feel that it is good business policy 
to spend money in prolonging the 
usefulness and the life of citizens 
of 45 years or older. Dr. Osler’s 
facetious quotation of the novelist 
who thought chloroform “indicated” 
for elderly members of the family 
is taken in real earnest by the tax- 
payers, it would seem. 


Many of our public health de- 
partments are now furnishing with- 
out charge not only Wassermann 
blood tests bul also treatment for 


syphilis in persons who cannot or 
will not buy medicial service for 
themselves. In half of these cases, | 
at any rate, the disease is the in- 
dividuals’ own fault and the indi- | 
viduals are not the type we should | 
select to save.

When we strive to pay attention 
to something which we deem im; 
portant, we should realize that the 


mind is apt to turn its powers in 
the direction of certain objects, 
ideas, or thoughts which somehow 
have the power to interest it. Mind 
itself is a kind of attention, and 
like a stream follows certain ¢han- 
nels. 

In an old curiosity shop, the ar- 
tist notices the pictures; the sol- 


dier, the old weapon; the student, 
the book; a woman, the old costume. 
What we have in us by nature or 
training thus comes forth to greevr 
its kind in the objects about us. 
Qur attention is guided by our gen- 
eral interest. 

In addition to these general ob- 
jects of attention, the mind seizes 


upon objects. which are like those 
which have just passed before our 
gaze. If you have listened to the 
call of a thrush, you will hear the 
of the warbler; if you have 
you 
have just passed. you will be ready 


|'for the rumble of the train over the 


next one. 
In its process of attention, the 
mind makes note now of the great 


things that men noted in the past. 
In this way, ancestral attention 
makes us note the soldier, whom 


the ages have honored, just as the 
minds of our forefathers bid us heed 
tales of love and romance. If it 
were not for these inherited atten- 
tions, we should not be impressed 
by the man in uniform or the story 
of human sentiment. 

You can experiment with 
own attention by observing whai 
topics reported in the daily paper 
lay hold of your mind. Did you 
L notice the rise or fall of certain 
stocks, the doings in realty, the re- 
sult of the baseball game, the ap- 
pearance of a new book on geology, 
the affairs in Japan? Your atten- 
tion was guided by what was al- 
ready in your mind by nature, edu- 
cation, social training, personal in- 
terest. 

The world sets 
certain objects which 
thinks worth noticing. As a result, 
people are persuaded that protes- 
sional--life is better than farming, 
that position in society or politics 
is preferable to the cultivation of 
talent. 

Attention grows like a weed; the 
thing to do with it is to cultivate it. 
For the next twenty-four hours, 
try to observe something new to 
you.

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Last Night’sDreams; What I hey Mean 
-'Did You Dream of Murder? 


It is a curious fact that while 
the most eminently correct person 
may in dreams commit the most 


criminal actions the sleep of real 
criminals is generally peaceful and 
their dreams, if they have any, are 
of the most innocuous character. 
Sante de Santis, the Italian investi- 
gator, has made a wide study of the 
sleep and dreams of criminals and 
as a result states it.as a rule that 
the sleep even of murderers is 
dreamless or haunted by innocent 
visions. Thus the condemned crim- 
inal in his cell may be dreaming 
of green fields and village bells 
while the upright judge who con- 
demned him is committing .man- 
slaughter in Dreamland. 


These facts are dead against the 
conceptions of the poets And novel- 


ists and conform rather to W. S. 
Gilbert’s statement regarding the 
“capacity for innocent enjoyment” 
of the felon “when not engaged in 
his employment” rather than with 
Hood's poem, “The Dream of Eu- 
gene Aram.’ So you are not neces- 
sarity criminally inclined because 
you dream of killing some one. 


The mystics regard a dream of 
murder rather unfavorably. If you 


see others committing murder it is 
@ sign that you will shortly be 


called upon to answer for the mis- 
deeds of others say some, whil# 


others declare that it only means 
that many hard struggles are be- 
fore you and it is a warning to 
“watch your step.” If you dreain 
that you are committing murder 
yourself look out for. your reputa- 
tion and consider well the work you 
are now engaged in. If you dream 
that somebody is murdering you, 
Suspect secret enemies and unfor- 
seen dangers. In short, it is a sort 
of warning dream to be on your 
guard. 


Freud has devoted much attention 
to this dream and regards it as a 


desire left over from our infancy, 
a stored-away and forgotten relic 
of the baby mind before we had 
learned that it was wrong to mur- 
der people. Ellis says: “If normal 
people dream of crime it is be- 
cause they are more sensitive to the 
utmost to invent a phantasmal tra- 
gedy adequate to account for the 
waves of emotion which beset it.’ 
An interesting thing about a mur- 
der dréam is that, as a rule, we ex- 
perience no remorse for our crime 
but much anxiety to escape its pen- 
alty. WifNiam Dean Howells has re- 
marked: “In my dreams I am al- 
ways less sorry for my misdeeds 
than for their possible discovery.’

In Connection With Presby- 
terian General Assembly 
Campaign for Four 
Million Dollars.

In connection with the Presbyte- 
rian general assembly’s campaign 
for $4,000,000 to be used in benevo- 
lent work, A. N, Sharp, treasurer of 
the executive committee of home 
missions, has issued a statement 
Setting forth the needs. of this 
branch of the church work in the 


uthern states. 
“ fle the total sum asked for 
benevolent purposes is $4,000,000, 
urer Sharp points out that 
the actual need of the committee 
on Missions is much larger than 
the sum of $630,900, which is the 


amount apportioned by the general 


assembly for its home mission work 
for the fiscal year 1920-21. 

‘The population of the southern 
States, .which constitutes our home 
mission field,” says Mr. Sharp, “is 
36,000,000. Of this number not more 
than about 13,000,000 are members 
of any church, Protestant or Cath- 
Olic. There are 23,000,000 persons 
of all ages, classes and conditions 
Within the bounds of our assembly 
Who have no church connection 
whatever. 

“The appeals are as many and 
varied as the conditions entering 
into our nation’s life are multiplied 
and complex.” 

It is pointed out that the two 


-‘mMost urgént needs of the commit- 


tee are increased salaries and bet- 
ter buildings. 

“For co-operation with Presby- 
teries in maintaining churches in 
communities which would other- 
wise be without religious services 
the committee needs $28,000. In the 
department of mountain missions 
$164,300 is needed. . 

“In the department of Indian 
missiong the need is $116,200. 

“The assembly at New Orleans 
instructed the committee to make 
eareful examination into the mat- 
ter of Jewish evangelization and 
approve a plan of co-operation with 
the Presbyterian church, U. S. A., 
in support of a Jewish mission in 
one of the border cities. This will 
require at least $10,000. 

“The committee joins with the 
other executive committees, 
woman’s auxiliary, the stewardship 
committee and the other agencies 
of the assembly in every untied 
effort to promote the whole work 
of the church and for this purpose 
appropriates $15,100. 

“This exhibit of the present min- 
imum reguireemnts is not intended 
to present the full needs of the com- 
mittee even on the basis that the 
work is now projected. It allows 
only a smal) increase in missionary 
salaries; only a nominal sum for 
churches, manses, homes for teach- 
ers, mission buildings and other 
equipment and nothing for numer- 
ous — not included in this state- 
ment.”

Prohibition Must 
Be Entorced at Home, 
Says Prohi Leader 


One of the strongest arguments 
fer the rigid enforcement of the 
prohibition laws is the necessity of 
convincing other countries that 
prohibition in the United States is 
a success, 

Such is the view expressed by 
Dr. cloward H, Russell, of Wester- 
ville, O., founder of the Anti-Saloon 
League in America, and who is in 
Atlanta assisting in the prohibition 
enforcement camp n in the south. 

“If we expect to carr prohibi- 
tion to other-countries with any 
hope of suctess,” says Dr. Russell’ 
“we must rst make a success of 
it at home. This can and will be 
done, and this is one of the main 
purposes for which this campaign 
is being conducted. 

“But if we rest on our oars and 
ailow the prohibition laws, by lax 
enforcement and constant v-viola- 
tion, to become a laughing stock 
in our country we cannot hope to 
wage an entirely successful fight 
against the liquor traffic in other 
lands, 

Dr. Russell points to the enor- 
mous increase in the manufacture 
“moonshine” whisky during 
the first year of national prohibi- 
tion, as shown by the report of the 
commissioner of international reve- 
nue, as showing the necessity for 
eternal vigilance to prevent nulli- 
fication of the rohibition laws. 

According to 
per’s figures, during the last fis- 
cal year trere were 2,006 seizures 
in Georgia—an increase of 140 per 
cent over last fiscal year; 1,534 
seizures in North Carolina and 752 
seizures in Alabama. Seizures 
were by no means confined to the 
south. Practically every state in 
as Union is represented on the 
ist. 

While the number of seizures re- 
ported gives some idea of the ex- 
tent of illicit distYling operations, 
is by no means complete, 
Revenue officials estimate that for 
every plant found, at least ten 
others exist.

TROTZKY PLANS 
DRIVE AT POLAND. 

Geneva, December 23.—Prepara- 
tions for a great bolshevik offen- 
sive against Poland next spring is 
planned by Leon Trotzky, soviet 
minister of war and marine of Rus- 
sia, according to a Warsaw dispatch 
received by the Ukrainian news bu- 
reau here. Chinese troops, who are 
being recruited at the rate of 8,000 
per day and trained in the soviet 
military school, will aid in the cam- 
paign, it is said. 

Recent statements by Trotzky are 
quoted to the effect that he be- 
lieves bolshevism to be “firmly 
rooted and sprouting in China,” 
where a bolshevik revolution is ex- 
pected shortly. It is declared Trotz- 
ky intends to use Chinese in carry- 
ing out his project of an invasion 
of western Europe.

Accused Army Captain 
Says He Was “Framed” 
By Men Who Hated Him 


New York, December 23.—Testi- 
mony supporting the allegation that 
Captain Karl Detzer, on trial on 
charges Of brutality to A. E. F. pris- 
oners at Le Mans, was “framed” 
by men whose enmity he had in- 
curred in France, was given late to- 


day by Fred Marlow, fomer lieuten- 
ant in the department of criminal 
investigation and Detzer’s chief aide 
in his overseas police work. 

Marlow testified that Serggant 
Frank Hoyt, now said to be a de- 
ser-ter in France, threatened to “get” 
Captain Detzer unless he tried to ob- 
tain his release from prison. hWen 
informed by Marlow what it was 
Detzer who had put him under ar- 
rest and he was doing nothing to 
heln him, Hoyt replied, according 
to Marlow: 

“If Detzer doesn’t get me out of 
here, Iam going to get him. Yates, 
Lacey and these other men here, 
prisoners with me, will all go to- 
gether and get him. Tell Captain 
Detzer so.” 

Marlow also testified that Ser- 
geant U. S. Madden, accused by A. 
Murray Phillips, a crippled soldier, 
of having robbed him of 5,000 
francs in the Le Mans postoffice 
July 16, could not have committed 
the theft. He said Madden was un- 
der arrest with Sergeant Hoyt at 
the time, having been locked up sev- 
eral days previously.

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PERSHING RETURNS 
TO RIS BOYHOOD HOME

Laclede, Mo., December 23.—Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing came back to 
his boyhood home today, ate turkey 
dinner, was presented with a medal, 
a loving cup and two apples; visited 
with dozens of relatives and cronies 
ef long ago; explored anew the old 
Pershing house, walked many miles 
and made several speeches. 

The general seemed to enjoy ev- 
ery minute of the home-coming cel- 
ebration from the time he stepped 
from his private car until he depart- 
ed tonight for Lincoln, Neb. 

At a pubiic reception Governor 
Gardner presented the general with 
a medal as a token of the state’s 
appreciation. Later a groswp of 
friends and former schoolmates pre- 
sented him with a loving cup. 

Pershing’s Tribute to Mothers. 

In response to Governor Gardner's 
address, General Pershing said: 

“It was here that I learned the 
lessons of patriotism and devotion 
to duty. These lessons were handed 
down to me in my youth by my fa- 
ther and mother. It was here that 
I learned a deep sense of duty to 
my country and to my God. 

“The lesson of service was taught 
to me by my. parents, whose 
staunch characters impressed it 
upon me, and caused me to follow 
the path of duty. Whatever service 
I may have rendered in co-operation 
with or in command of our young 
manhood, I owe to my mother’s ear- 
ly teachings. Many of you knew 
her and loved her. Too often we 
have been slow to value the influ- 
ence of our mothers. 

“In late years I have come to re- 
alize it. During the war it was 
borne inon me. We all felt that the 
wonderful loyalty and devotion of 
the women of America were sus- 
taining us. I am very much over- 
come with emotion to be thus hon- 
ored today. The circumstances are 
overwhelming. To receive such an 
emblem in the old yard where I 
romped as a boy, brings a choke in 
my throat and I can’t just sav 
what’s in my heart. No honor has 
come to me greater than this in the 
midst of those whom I love and 
cherish.”’ 

Laclede in Gala Attire. 

Aside from the presence of the gov- 
ernor and a brass band at the rail- 
way station, General Pershing’s 
greeting was entirely spontaneous. 

Laclede was in gala attire. Flags 
and tri-colored bunting formed a 
canopy over the town’s single street 
and under that the general, with 
Governor Gardner, Miss May Per- 
shing, his sister; Warren, his son: 
Mayor Allen and a group of friends 
of boyhood days, drove to the old 
Pershing home for an old-time 
dinner. 

Formality had been laid aside as 
far as was possible for a day of 
handshaking and. greeting of ac- 
quaintances unseen since the gen- 
eral left here thirty-eight years 
ago for West Point. After dinner, 
however, General Pershing address- 
ed Linn county neighbors, and 
thousands of other persons who 
came from nearby states.

MAIL FOR CHRISTMAS 
SMASHING RECORDS 


(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 
Washington, December 23.—Tele- 
graphic reports from postmasters of 
the principal cities of the United 
States, and from the 15 division su- 
perintendents of the railway mail 
service tothe postoffice department 
here today indicate that the volume 
of Christmas mail this year was 
more than 25 per cent heavier than 
it waslastyear, when the greatest 
volume ever known up to that time 
was handled. “The reports availa- 
ble show practically a clean slate, 
with no congestion in either the 
railway mA&il service or in postoffice 

distribution. 
The percentage of

| volume runs from “the same as last 


year,” in a@ very few instances; to 
one instance of 135 per cent increase 
over last year. The general run of 
reports, however, is from 25 per 
centto 40 per cent over last year.

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A BRITISH CHAMPIONSHIP. 
The previous day had been clear 


and bright but the fourth day 
brought us weather we were accus- 
tomed to, warm and sunny, with the 
waters of the channel fairly dancing 
in the unusual dazzle of light.
